offensive against the Germans and 
hard fighting is in progress at 
Lanamarck and Steenstraato. This 
was announced in an official state- 
ment issued by the government 
press bunru today. 


The Canadian 
division of the 


British army is in the front line 
of the attacking forces. The Cam 
dians arc leaVling in the counter- 
attacks against the kaiser's troops. 


"When the Germans made their, 


sudden assault upon the Langa- 
marek-Steenstraatc front the Ca- 
nadians Avere forced to fall back 
because of the loss.of the line at 
that point. Four of the'Canadians 
4.7-inch guns 
were captured by 


the Germans. In their counter-at- 
tack, however, the Canadians re- 
captured the 
guns, also taking 


many prisoners, including a colo- 
nel.

Washington Takes View That Presi 


dent Has Changed His Mind.

in Washington the presi- 


dent's speech in New York has been 
taken as indicating ihat he does not 
longer entertain tne idea that the 
United States is likely to be the 
agency through which peace in Eu 
rope is to be attained. 


While the president's speech was 


by some regarded as asain holding 
out to the American public the notion 
that their government ml?iit be er 
pccted to be the peacemaker, thosfi 
who ha\e had occasion to study the 
speech carefully" have reached

contrary conclusion. Their view io 
tnat the president's remarks regard 
ing the service to be rendered by the 
United States referred strictly to 
\\lmt it might do after the war was 
ended .and not to the processes of 
terminating the fighting. 


Those who take this view of the 
i 


speech are in tiie main those who 
most deplored tlip frequent suggestion 
by the president and others of his 
party earlier in the war ihat by ob- 
serving strict neutrality the American 
1 cople, through the present adminis- 
tration, might 
be instrumental in 


making the final peace. 
Tuese ob- 


servers, 
officials .and 
departments 


foresaw that the kind of neutrality 
which would prevail in this country 
would win no fi Sends £or the United 
States in either ot\the urmed camps 
of Europe. 


At least one foreign diplomat has 


been assured by one-of the president's 
close friends that the piesident now 
iias no expectation of playing any 
considerable role in the making of 
peace. This diplomat also was as 
sured. however, that the president 
would not be slow to take advantage 
of any opportunity which might pre- 
sent itself of ghing impetus to any 
real mo\oment for peace, but not in 
the expectation that he would be 
called iipou to take a larger part in

The life work of the two men was contrasted and the further asser- 
tion was made that neither would leave any permanent impress 041 
the life of America because the work .of both was essentially un- 
moral—not necessarily immoral—but unmoral and would eventually 
have to be undone. 


Both of these- men—and both were types-ft rove unceasingly 


and with marked ability to weave an industrial and political fabric 
based not on popular will, BIT IX DEFIANCE OF IT. Both Re- 
lieved firmly—and honestly-—in a system of laws and a system ol' in- 
dustry and finance by which the lew would prosper greatly ami the 
many indirectly prosper by the overflow 


The New Haven railway if, a perfectly true illustration of the 


industrial and financial system which Morgan strove to perpetuate 
and which began to crumble in all its monstrous falsity even before 
the master hand had lost control. 
Aldrich's legal vision as expressed 


in the tariff bill which bore his name and which wrecked the greatest 
political organization this or any other country ever saw, and his 
frequently expressed ideas of currency reform, which would have 
left Wall street supreme in the nation's banking operations, were 
equally typical ol his false conception of the true ideals in federal 
legislation.

TIE DOES SOMETHIM; FOR HUMAN LIBERTY." 


That statement would h.ive inng tiner il no limit.ition had been 


placed on it. 
No man can hope to live in the history of ANY nation* 


as a human benelactor unless he has promoted human liberty, tinless^ 
he shall have striven for the moral and social and economic advance- 
ment of the many, rather than of the few. 


No fact in all history stands out so'*plainly as that Jesus Christ 


himself was crucified because he stood for the rights of men rather 
than Jor the rights of property. 
H was his unswerving stand against 


M commercialized church and a commercialized state that aroused 
the implacable hatred of the propertied classes of his day and led 
eventually to his sacrifice on the altar of Mammon 


And yet no one will dispute the place He will occupy to the end 


of time in secular, as well as religious, history. And .-,0 it has been 
in ALL history. It has been the men who have accepted the ridicule 
and opposition and scorn and persecution of the propertied classes 
and who have made the suprcmost sacrifices for the rights of the 
under dogs, the toiling masses of humanity.
